State’sFuture 
Seen as Bright 
By Economists 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 


Business activity in Atlanta, as 
well as in the rest of Georgia, re- 
mains at a high level on all fronts 
and the present outlook is for a 
continuance of the prevailing con- 
ditions. 


That is the opinion of Atlanta’s 
bankers and economists and the 
economic data currently at hand 
apparently confirm it. 


These. business leaders agree 
there is at present a slight soft- 
ening in the market for the sale 
of cotton textiles, but they attrib- 
pute it to recent weather conditions. 
At the same time, the manufac- 
turers of cotton textiles in -Geor- 
gia report no let-up in the record- 
|breaking demand for their prod- 
ucts. 


Of the general situation, a wide- 
ly known banker here said: 


“Though I notice this slight 
softening in the textile field, 
business activity in other lines 
continues fine. There is, for ex- 
ample, an excellent market on 
herd goods. Such goods are be 
coming a little more plentiful 
which means we are approaching 
nearer to norma! competitive con- 
ditions. But still the activity re- 
mains at a high level. 

“Throughout the State, new 
businesses continue to start up. 
That means more employment and 
a greater volume of payrolls. I 
see no indication of a let-up in 
that line. 

“As to the future, that depends, 
in my opinion, on such factors as 
the Marshall Plan and the pro- 
posed American rearmament pro- 
gram. Under such conditions, I 
see no reason why the ‘boom’ 
shouldn’t continue. It may last for 
some time, maybe a long time.” 

In this survey, there is general 

agreement that Atlanta still stands 
as the business “hub” of the 
Southeast. Estimates by the In- 
‘dustrial Bureau of the Atlanta 
‘Chamber of Commerce give the 
‘current annual dollar volume of 
business in Atlanta as follows: 
_ Manufacturing, $400,000,000; re- 
tailing, $400,000,000; wholesale 
business, $1,400,000,000: service 
establishments, $40,000,000; total, 
$2,240,000,000. 

Though comparative figures 
with other years were not avail- 
able, the Industrial Bureau said

1. $80,000 for erection of a build- 
ing for boys on the lot adjoining 
the main building. 


2. $25,000 for equipment of the 
building for boys. 

3. $18,000 for improvements and 
correction of fire hazards in the 
main building. 

4. $12,000 for operating budget. 

«The Board of Managers believes 
ft can obtain $45,000 of the total 
from the Negro community, leav- 
ing $90,000 to be secured from the 
white community. 

The Butler Street YMCA now 
serves more than 7,000 boys 
weekly in six different communi- 
ties and 32 schools in Fulton, 
DeKalb and Cobb Counties. More 
than 600 boys between the ages of 
8 and 14 were served last year in 
four day camps. 

This year, the Butler Street “Y” 
@ssumed responsibilities for the 
work with the colored blind. A 
program of recreation and voca- 
tional training is offered approxi- 
mately 125 blind Negroes. 

Warren R. Cochrane, Executive 
Secretary, summarized: “The But- 
ler Street YMCA is much more 
than a group work agency since 
it is called upon to do so many 
different things... . It is the only 
Negro social service agency with 
fairly adequate facilities which 
operates around the clock.”

Nurses School 50 Years Old 


Grady Hospital’s School ef Nurs- 
ing—soon to observe its Golden 
Jubilee—cracked its shell in At- 
lanta in the days of gas lights, 
horse-drawn ambulances and floor- 
length uniforms. 

“Nursing has come a long way 
in the past 50 years,” declared 
Mrs. Spratt W. Castles, of Avon- 
dale Estates, first woman to enter 
the nursing school after it was 
chartered in 1898. 

“There was no such thing as an 
eight-hour day then,” she recalled. 
“Nurses worked from 7 a. m. to 
7 p. m.—or from 7 p. m. to 7 a. m. 

“And we really worked! 
Scrubbed floors. cleaned closets 
and did everything.” 

Mrs. Castles said a graduate 
nurse’s salary a half century ago 
averaged but $25 « week. 

“Grady Hospital had only four 
wards then,” she reminisced, “and 
there was just one main building. 
Many’s the time I’ve seen patients 
brought in by horse-drawn ambu-

plied by the use of leaf mold, well- 
rotted manure or peat moss. 


“Black spot attacks the leaves, 
which soon fall off. And soon the 
disease weakens the plant so that 
it is susceptible to other diseases, 
and it will die in a year or so. 
Pick off every affected leaf you 
see, to keep spores from multiply- 
ing, keep your garden cleaned 
and spray or dust regularly and 
thoroughly, and you can keep 
black spot under control,” he said. 

The best source for authentic in- 
formation on local rose horticul- 
ture, he points out, is through our 
own Georgia Rose Society, of 
which Mrs. V. K. Bowman, 43 Ma- 
son Mill Rd., Decatur, is president.

Dr. F. Earl McLendon, who founded the McLendon Medical Clinic. 
at 1370 Sharon St., N. W., just two years ago today, is proud of the 
progress made by the 55-bed Negro hospital—but more concerned 
about the “progress yet to be made.” 


Present facilities include 10 
wards, seven private rooms, two 
operating rooms, one delivery 
room, one X-ray room, nine infant 
cribs, one incubator and two diet 
kitchens.

When the McLendon Medical 
Clinic was opened in April, 1946, 
it had a bed capacity of 25. Its 
growth was so rapid that after six 
months of operation, it had ex- 
panded to an overall bed capacity 
of 40. Today, it has beds for 55— 


but 64 patients can be accommo- 
dated “in a pinch.” 


McLendon Clinic is operated on 
a nonprofit basis, Dr. McLendon 
said, explaining that all surplus 
is “put back into the hospital for 
improvements.” 

Profits are “ridiculously low,” 
he added, and pointed out that the 
per diem rate ranges from four 
to six dollars—whereas, he said, 
most hospitals estimate a patient’s 
per diem cost at $8.34. 

Both white and Negro doctors 
place their patients in the hospital. 
Some 40 or 50 doctors have treat- 
ed patients at the Clinic since it 
opened. There are now 13 staff 
nurses, compared with four in the 
beginning.

cast this year’s Winter wheat crop 
at 860,521,000 bushels. 

This estimate is an increase of 
21,000,000 bushels from a Depart- 
ment forecast of 839,000,000 bush- 
els made shortly after the planting 


_ Season last December. 


It compares with last year’s Win- 
ter wheat crop. of 1,067,000,000 
bushels and with the 10-year 
(1937-46) average of 688,606,000 
bushels. 

No forecast was given for Spring 
wheat inasmuch as the planting 
season is just drawing to a close. 
But officials have said a Spring 
crop of 272,000,000 bushels is pos- 
sible. 

On this basis, the total 1948 
wheat crop would be 1,132,000,000. 
This figure compares with last 
year’s record crop of 1,364,000,000 
and with the 10-year average of 
890,306,000. In only four years 
has the crop exceeded 1,000,000,- 


; 000 bushels.

Just as we were going to press with 
an editorial commending Wayne Hinson, 
newly named Director of the Department 
of Public Safety, for his order that parti- 
san politicking had to be eliminated from 
the State Patrol, along comes a news story 
which makes us wonder if he reads his 
own directives.

It means that outranking 
the career officer charged with the State- 
wide police activities which constitute the 
Patrol’s only legitimate excuse for exist- 
ence, will be a press agent de luxe whose 
duties, so far as we have been able to as- 
certain, consist of issuing newspaper re-

President Truman has requested, and 
will get, money for a greatly expanded 
Air Force.

If the atom bomb is 
our best weapon to combat so vast a coun- 
try as Russia, whose great land mass has 
been its chief protection against invading 
armies, then everything depends upon our 
ability to get the weapon past Soviet de- 
fenses and into its industrial centers.

Our new Air Force will place special 
emphasis on long-range bombers, with 
new adaptations for refueling in the air, 
for carrying the atomic weapons and new 
defensive armament. 

The best defense is now recognized as 
a quick retaliatory offense, straight at the 
heart of the enemy. That means the Air 
Force has replaced the Navy as the na- 
tion’s first line of defense. Let’s make it 
strong enough to discourage, if possible, 
and, if not, to repel, any further Soviet 
aggression.

Revolt

As Calhoun 
Lay Dying 


When, on March 31, 1850, South Carolina's 
famed John C. Calhoun lay dying, those in attend- 
ance thought they saw an indication he wanted 

to leave a phrase for posterity, so they gathered close. 


“The South! The poor South! God knows-what will become 
of her,” they heard him say. 

Posterity received it. He had tried to halt the inevitable tides 
of history and failed. 


In 1850 the Democratic Party was strong in every State in the 
Union. It was an effective force for national unity. Its statesmen 
had made alliance with the West, which desired a monetary infla- 
tion and liked the Southern market. The alliance with the North 
had begun with the increase in Northern factories in Jefferson's 
time. North and South complemented each other, much as they 
do today on an economic basis, the South supplying raw materials 
to the industries of the North. There being no railroads in the 
West, that region was dependent on and drawn to and through the 
South by its use of the Mississippi River and the ports of Natchez 
and New Orleans for outlet to the sea. 


Despite its much smaller 
strategy of the Southern statesmen, the South domi- 
nated the national government from 1828 until 1861, save for the 
two brief periods, the accident of Whig victories in 1840 and 1848. 

It may be of more than passing interest that the two “accidents” 
were victories by military heroes. Gen. William Henry Harrison, 
the hero of Tippecanoe, won a sort of personal triumph in 1840 


and in 1848 the Whigs won a Pyrrhic victory with the hero of the | 


Mexican War, Gen. Zachary Taylor. He was a Southerner and had 
Democratic Party expansionist leanings. After those two accidents 
the Whigs were dead. 

For these 32 years the Democrats, resting on the alliance of the 
West and the South and the economic treaty with the industrial 
North, were supreme. Jackson, Van Buren, Polk, Pierce and Bu- 
chanan, in one degree or another, harried the Hamiltonian lion into 
a state of general debility. 

That Democratic Party died in the ruins of the Confederacy. 


the conquered peoples of World War I and those of 
Worid War II, that the South was a conquered nation and that 
most of its States for five years, and three States for seven years, 
were occupied by an army of occupation and governed through mili- 
tary governors. It was during those occupation years that all the 
vulcans from all the hells of prejudice came upon earth and. shackled 
minds, leaving wounds which still are unhealed, and riveted old 
fears to the historical development of the people of the conquered 
and occupied region. 

The Democratic Party of today, born in that period of chaos, is 
no more the Democratic Party of 1829 to 1861 than the Old South 
was, a mixture of mocking birds, banjo tunes and continual juleps 
drunk in the afternoon. 


It is a curious thing how historians touched so lightly 
on that great and significant period between the Re- 
construction and the Populist Movement, which explains so much 
of the South today. It was in this period that the Democratic 
Party of the Solid South was born and reared, as the shrewd men 
in Washington created the “Reconstruction” to expand the war- 
swollen capitalism of the North. It also is historically true to say 
that this new-born Democratic Party of the Solid South, emerging 
from the chaos of the Reconstruction, was fed and brought to matu- 
rity on the sugar tit of that capitalist expansion. And, as any rural 


welfare nurse in the South today will tell you, while a sugar tit satis- | 


fies an infant and stops it from crying, it does not build a strong 
and healthy baby. It is likely to grow up full of neuroses, inhibi- 
tions and subject to alternate moments of sweetness and fits all its 
adult life. The one-party Solid South has, necessarily, remained 
fearful and nervous. 

There are enough parallels today with those of 1856-60 to cause 
any thoughtful person, North or South, to have nightmares in 
which hell’s abyss yawns and ugly things crawl out of it. 


The present Southern revolt is a revolt largely in defense 
of something which no longer exists—the status quo. 
That is shattered forever by the Supreme Court’s decision on the 
white primary. We now are reaping the harvest of three years of 
furious and unreasoning attempts to deny the Court. 

We have centered our anger and our thinking on President 
Truman’s civil rights proposals and blindly go ahead with plans 
to assure an even greater defeat than seems normally likely—as— 

Stassen, much more liberal than Truman, sweeps Wisconsin. 

We cannot escape history. 

We cannot go on always in the South being against something. 

One of these days we must affirm something. 

Right now we could affirm equal opportunity and equal rights 
within the pattern of segregation. We could assist the courts in that

A Change In the Milk Board Setup? 


There is a move on foot which, some say, would permit the dairies to compete in a relatively 
free market without harming either the producer or the consumer 


At present, the State Milk Control Board sets 
a minimum price which the distributor can pay 
to the producer. It also sets a minimum price 
which the distributor can receive from the con- 
sumer. Unwilling to face the consumers’ oppo- 


sition by raising the retail price of milk above 
the minimum themselves, the distributors con- 
tinually appeal to the Board to increase the 
minimum. One or two distributors want to 
sell milk at less than the minimum set by the 


The suggestion which is being heard now 
would have the Board fix a minimum price for 
the producer to receive and a maximum price 
for the consumer to pay for milk—and let the 
distributor make his .own decisions between 
these two figures. This would safeguard the 
farmer who produces the milk. It also would 
safeguard the consumer. And it would let the 
distributor figure out for himself how cheaply 
he could sell his milk and stay in business, or how 
high he could sell it and stay in business. 


However, many regard the Milk Control 
Act as unconstitutional and want the Board 
abolished. Others think Acting Gov. Thomp- 
son should solve the whole problem by de- 
laying indefinitely the naming of a new 
director 


The job of Director of the State Agricultural 
and Industrial Development Board is attracting 
quite a bit of interest now that the Board is do- 
ing a big job again. A former congressional can- 
didate, an American Legion adjutant, a Prince- 
ton graduate, a businessman, a lawyer, a news 
director, and others are being mentioned for con- 
sideration by the Board when it meets Wednes- 
day to pick a successor to Erle Cocke, Jr. Among 
those being mentioned are: Allen Foft Colley, 
of Grantville, a Princeton graduate and the son 
of Mrs. Stewart Colley, well-known Democratic 
Party figure; George Reynolds, Albany business- 
man: Emory Bass, of Valdosta, former congres- 
sional candidate; Herbert Moon, of Americus, 
State Adjutant for the American Legion; Robert 
Joiner, News Director of the University of Geor- 
gia, and Vincent Connerat, the present Deputy 
Director of the Board who has served as an 
economist and researcher for several Federal 
agencies. 


When Cocke took the job of Director several 
months ago, there were no applicants for the 
post. The Board was at a low ebb, having been 
dormant during the two-Governor controversy. 
As a tribute to Cocke's nonpolitical promotion of 
the State, the Board's activities were never at- 
tacked by Herman Talmadge during Cocke's 
tenure. Prior to that time, Talmadge took several 


cracks at the Board, particularly some of its em- 
ployees. 

Regardless of who is Governor next year, the 
work of the Board apparently will be continued 
—-whether by the same Board remains to be 
seen. But all candidates are stressing the neces- 
sity of developing Georgia’s industries and ag- 
riculture. 

Since it was launched during the Arnall ad- 
ministration, the Agricultural and Industrial 
Development Board has started projects which 
have developed special commissions to continue. 
The State Ports Authority grew out of this 
Board. The State Tax Revision Commission also 
had its origin in the A. & I. D. Board. 


Ben Covington, young Atlantan who an- 
nounced last Summer he would train to 
become the “first really trained” Governor 
of Georgia, has spent a week in Washington 
studying government first hand. He met 
President Truman, Chief Justice Fred Vin- 
son, Democratic National Committee Chair- 
man Howard McGrath, Sen, George, and 
Rep. Mike Monroney. 

A student at Principia College, Elsah, 
Ill., Covington was with a group of students 
on a Washington seminar. 


There has been some discussion of the popular 
vote received by candidates for Governor in 
the 1946 primary. Here it is: Carmichael, 313.- 
389; Eugene Talmadge, 297; 245; Rivers, 69, 489, 
and O’Kelley, 11,758. A total of 691,881 citizens 
voted. Approximately 1,000,000 were registered.

Neither U. S., USSR Wants War 


(Ralph Jones is ill. Today’s column is by Walter Duranty, a 
noted authority on Russia, to which country he was assigned 
as resident correspondent for the New York Times from 1921 to 
1934 and which he has visited frequently since. He has written 
extensively in Russia, notably “I Write as I Please,” “One Life, 
One Kopeck,” “The Kremlin and the People” and, in 1944, 
U. S.S.R.” He was awarded the Pulitzer Prize for distinguished 


foreign reporting in 1932.) 


The event of the past week has been the collapse of the Berlin 
Russian-American war bubble. Only a week ago it seemed that 
long-dreaded World War II might begin at any moment, Then, 
suddenly, there was nothing, and the Berlin story hardly hit the 
front pages. 

This temporary storm in a teacup illustrates in my opinion 
the recent course of Russo-American relations. In other words, 
I am saying that our relations with the U. S. S. R. have been per- 
verted by error and exaggeration in much the same way as this 
whole Berlin incident. A week ago it might have seemed as if 
the United States and Russia were on the verge of war in Berlin, 
Indeed, there were newspaper articles and speeches by radio com- 
mentators which implied nothing less. Yet, today, there is no talk 
of war, and all the excitement has died down, despite the un- 
fortunate destruction of a British civilian plane by a Russian mili- 
tary pilot, which in itself might have been the spark to fire the 
powder magazine... if there had been a powder magazine. 

That’s why I say that this Berlin story gives a good illustration 
of Russo-American relations. In other words, a lot of sound, fury 
and exaggeration signifying nothing very much. 


When you come down to brass tacks, you 
meet two basic questions: Does this country 
want war? Does the Soviet want war? The answer to both must 
be no. 

I know there are wild-eyed monkeys in this country who think 
that world problems can be solved by dropping atomic bombs on 
a dozen Russian cities. It is equally possible that the lunatic 
fringe in Russia may think their country’s strength in manpower 
could overcome our economic—even our. atomic—superiority. But 
that is beside the mark: Let the crazy cancel out the crazy. What 
we have to think of is means of peace, not war. 

I make bold to say that this week’s events in Berlin are a 
strong sign of peace. Allow, if you please, that the Russians have 
been trying to test our strength and determination in the Eastern 
Zone of Germany. If so, they have had their answer: We are -not 
going to retreat. 

One of the dangers of war is that the Russians, like Hitler, 
may think they can go on, hell-bent, untill they run into war. with- 
out perhaps wanting it. If this is the case, Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
has given them the answer—the one Neville Chamberlain failed to 


give Hitler. 


But there is something else. To the Russians, the Berlin 
crisis has been a battle for “face’’—that is to say pres- 
tige—to influence the Italian elections on April 18. It cannot be 
denied that they have been successful in making the Berlin affair 
more important than the vote of the American Congress of $7,000,- 
000,000 to European support, and the Anglo-American offer to give 
Trieste back to Italy. 

In the world press those two vitally important issues were al- 
most obscured by ali the song and dance about Berlin, This was 
a gain for the Russians, as the British Foreign Office regretfully 
admitted. On the other hand, the Russians lost “face” over the 
airplane incident, despite their belated attempt, after initial apol- 
ogies, to prove it was the fault of the British pilot. 

Another bogey which had been ominously brandished before 
the eyes of the American public also was cut down to size last 
week. I refer to the Russo-Finnish pact. Instead of “enslaving” 
Finland, as had been suggested, and “putting that gallant little 
country under the Soviet iron heel,” the agreement finally was seen 
to be a reasonable and friendly arrangement such as the United 
States might be glad to make with one of the Central American 
countries in regard, let us say, to the protection of the Panama 
Canal. The Finns appear to have suffered no loss of sovereignty, 
and the fear that Russia might demand military bases in their 
country was shown to be unjustified. 

Nevertheless, the fact remains that the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. 
are definitely lined up on opposite sides of the fence. This fact it 
of paramount importance in world affairs today. All the more 
reason to recoznize it and judge it calmly, without hysteria.

WASHINGTON—Upon their spotless, brown baize table the Congressmen dumped a few chunks 
ef concrete which crumbled around the edges when it hit the surface. 

“You can carve your initials in it with your fingernails, gentlemen,” said Brooke-Johns, the old- 
time band leader who acquired dignity and gray hairs as President of the Board of Commissioners 
ef Montgomery County in the free State of Maryland. 


He ruined his manicure, but he cut deep 
ridges in the cement, which had been pulled—by 
hand—from the foundations of a 1,400-unit hous- 
ing project for veterans on what he called the 
prettiest knoll in his historic county. 


“Ry God, gentlemen,” he cried (with no 
intention of sounding blasphemous), “it is 
time the boys who won a couple of wars 
for us stop being cheated.” 


He was speaking to the House Executive Ex- 
penditures Subcommittee, making its first in- 
quiry into charges from virtually every State 
that many veterans have bought not houses, but 
heartaches. So the case of the 1,400 little bun- 
galows at Viers Mill, Md., alike as the marbles 
in a pinball machine, became a pilot operation 
for other investigations to come. As such I think 
we can consider it important. 

A parade of building contractors, engineers, 
and war veterans told what was wrong with 
the houses at Viers Mill. There was mud in the 
concrete, they said. Some of it had been poured 
during freezing weather and had rotted. 

The chimneys swayed when pushed by the 
hand. The closets were too small and the wains- 
coting behind the shower baths didn’t repell 
water, but absorbed it. Others testified how 
three corporations with headquarters in the same 
office bought the 328 acres for $100,000, and sold 
and resold them around the desk until the listed 
value was $329,000. 

Then the tract was chopped into 60-foot build- 
ing lots, valued by the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration (with streets and sewers installed) at 
$900 each, except for the corners. They were 
_listed at $1,000.

“And 
what about the wobbly chimneys?” demanded 
Rep. Melvin C. Snyder, of West Virginia. 

Hewitt said they met specifications. The en- 
tire project will meet all requirements before he 
lends a dime on it, he added. He thinks that 
it will. And he does not believe that the $8,700 
price is unreasonable. 

The actual cost of building each house, with- 
out the lot, he said, is $7,366. In 1941 the same 
house would have cost $3,730. 


“And I was elated that somebody was 
trying to build houses here for less than 
$9,000,” he said. “I hope and pray to God 
that we get 5,000 more.” 


The Harris Construction Company, which is 
building the houses (like mushrooms springing 
up in the night, according to Johns), will get to 
testify later.

“Well, he's building coops out of some 
Venetian blinds that got knocked off our 
house by the bombing, and cleaning up the 
garden so they can walk around. Never have 
had their feet on the ground, poor things. 
Wen't it be nice to have our own eggs?” 


I could quite see her point. “Wonderful. Do 
you — er — think you'll have any to spare?” 


“We might. And when Christmas comes I 
know we can let you have hens, real nice ones 
that you know are clean.” 


Naturally we were looking forward to having 
those eggs. BUT 

First, the sister-in-law kept the chickens for 
eompany until the last possible moment allowed 
by the Council. In the meantime she ate a few, 
sold some, and Mrs. Warne ended by getting 
exactly three. Three hens. 

She was not discouraged, however. “‘The thing 
to do is set them, raise your own. Of course, 
we'd need an incubator for that. One costs 
nearly £3. And do you know the price of lively 
eggs, Mrs. Sommerville? ‘One and six each’.” 
Thirty cents for a setting egg. 

Next day she was still optimistic. “We've 
sent our six ration books in to the Food Office 
so we can get feedstuff for the chickens. It 
means we won't get any, eggs on our rations, 
but we'll soon have our own.” 

Time passed, and the setting eggs were not 
bought. Then she decided to buy day-old chicks. 
But they,,.too, were 30 or 40 cents each, and— 
“It's such a gamble, Mrs. Sommerville. I knew 
@ woman who started home on the bus with 50 
of ‘em—they had cost her £4-10—and somebody 
sat down on ’em in the bus. She only had 10 
living when she got home. I think we are just 
going to buy pullets.” 

Meanwhile, all chickens were passing into 
the hands of the black market. Some hotels 
served them, and certain expensive restaurants

in Soho, but the price of a broiler—on the rare 
occasions when they reached the markets—was 
about $5. 

“Mrs. Sommerville, do you know® what they 
are asking for pullets? Thirty-five shillings!” 

I saw an advertisement 
in a paper where you could get nine for £13 
($52) and that was a bargain, but the paper 
was a week old, and you had to call for ’em 
yourself—it was in the country—and I knew 
they would be gone before I could get there.” 

Today I asked her when I would be able to 
get some eggs from her. She began describing 
the chicken run. “They’ve got the nicest place, 
and I know they love it. George—that’s my hus- 
band—put up a perch for them. It was an old 
curtain rod, white, carved at each end. But 
those hens didn’t know what a perch was. They’d 
lived in a little allotment space and had never 
seen one. George has to lift them up and put 
‘em on the perch every night.” She held out 
her arms dramatically, to look like a hen on a 
curtain rod. 

She went on, “They do love pecking around 
in the garden. You just ought to see them.” 

“Yes, but what about your eggs? You gave 
up your rations, Mrs. Warne. How many eggs 
do you get?” 


“Well, two of the hens are too old to 
lay, Mrs. Sommerville. We're just going to 
have to eat them. So actually we only have 
one who is laying. At least she laid the 
other day. We hope she'll keep on. Of 
course the journey may have upset her. It 
Was nearly a month ago that we moved 
her from my sister-in-law’s.”’

SUNDAY SPORTS SERMON 


This May Be Year To Pick On 
‘Bama--But Do It in September

I have just received the sad news from Coach 
Red Drew, of Alabama. Red April-Fooled me a 
week ago with a most optimistic outlook on his 
1948 football prospects, but this time he declares 
he is giving me the rea! picture, If the orchestra 
will slowly, gently and with feeling strike up a 
few notes of “Hearts and Flowers,” I shall pro- 
ceed. 

It seems that Alabama's Spring football prac- 
tice was marred by two gentlemen. One showed 
up for practice every afternoon and the other 
very essential gent failed to even come by the 
gym for a uniform. 

The bozo who never missed a day of work 
and who was most unwelcome was a fellow by 
the name of “Bad Weather.” He messed up 
almost every day's practice and left Hal Drew 
to expect the worst, come next September. 

The other fellow everyone in Tuscaloosa was 
looking for but didn’t find was an old codger 
named “Experience.” I think the Crimson Tide 
can overcome old Bad Weather, but it just looks 
like Experience will get his degree in June and 
pass out of the gridiron picture at Alabama, 
for one year at least. 

His son is a freshman at the Capstone this 
year, so don't feel too sorry too long for 'Bama. 

Coach Drew has every right to a good little 
ery. After all Alabama lost almost a squad of 
experienced stars who had played as a unit for 
four years. Three of these four years they were 
under the tutelage of Coach Frank Thomas and 
then last year Drew returned to Alabama to 
take over after a year as head man of the Ole 
Miss Rebels. 

As Freshmen most of these players perform- 
ed brilliantly in the Sugar Bow], only to lose to 
Duke University in the fading minutes of a 
great game. As sophomores they climaxed an- 
other great season by defeating Southern Cali- 
fornia in the Rose Bowl]. That's a little under 
par for a bunch of kids. 

By this time the name of Harry Gilmer was 
nationally known and his own mentor already 
had declared that he was the best passer that 
he ever coached. Not bad. Especially if you 
know’. Tommy Thomas. 

Somehow the gears of this high-powered 
machine did not mesh in 1946 and with the 
clutch slipping a little here and a little there 
the boys did not live up to the expectations of 
their followers. I think this was due to a 
couple of reasons that couldn't be helped. First, 
the competition was much tougher. Every team 
was gunning for the Rose Bow! champions and 


ill man and the season was well under way be- 
fore he was able to take charge of the squad. 

Last year the boys really showed me they 
had the stuff. After a most unexpected loss to 
Tulane, 21 to 20, they proceeded to drop another 
close one to Vanderbilt. This was enough grief 
to really put the skids to an ordinary outfit. The 
1947 Tide rallied and swept by Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana State, Tennessee and capped it 
off with a defeat of Georgia Tech, the only loss 
of the year for Bobby Dodd’s great outfit. The 
Tidesmen finished their careers in the same 
spot where ~most of them gained their first 
fame, in the Sugar Bowl. This time it was 
against Texas. 

They may have better teams at Alabama in 
the years to come but the names of Harry 
Gilmer, Lowell Tew, Mancha, Captain Wozniak, 
Compton and Whitley and the others will not be 
forgotten soon. I know they will always be 
Coach Thomas’ favorites and the original “Whiz 
Kids.” 

But, to next season. It looks to me like Coach 
Drew really needs that fellow Duz. You know, 
the guy who duz everything. It seems Duz is 
tied up with his radio work so Alabama is going 
to depend on this boy Salem. He was an under- 
study to Gilmer last season and showed up well. 

In the Spring work Salem show even bet- 
ter form. If Salem really comes through, Ala- 
bama will cause plenty of trouble in 1948. 

Replacing Lowell Tew at right halfback or 
fullback will be another big job for the Alabama 
coaches. So far a suitable replacement has not 
been found. Tew was big, fast, experienced and 
dependable. 

Morrow’s experience as a signal caller will 
be missed. 

The Tide’s 1948 backfield should be Salem 
at left half, Red Noonan at fullback and Caden- 
head at right half. Sounds pretty fair to me. 

In the line from tackle to tackle is where 
the weeping really is at it’s height. Compton, 
Whitley and Cassidy were a trio of tackles 
who played great ball for Alabama. Mancha, 
an All-America center and his understudy, Chap- 
man, plus John Wozniak, Captain and All-SEC 
guard for two years, were others. All these de- 
part in June and wil] be replaced by freshmen 
or B team men. One bright spot is that all the 
ends return. 

Just off hand I would say that Alabama will 
enter the 1948 SEC Derby lacking experience. 
As the season progresses this squad will improve. 
My advice is that if you want to get even with 
Alabama for some past drubbings, PLAY THEM

ARIE CAROLINE was the 
AY, | daughter of Francis I of 
Naples. She was beautiful, 


fascinating, and courageous, though 
at times headstrong and lacking in 
sense. Life promised apparently 
nothing but good fortune, and she 
seemed to deserve it. 

Born in 1798, she married Charles 
Ferdinand, Duke de Berry, in 1816. 
Louis XVIII had just been restored 
to the French throne for the second 
time—that is, after Waterloo. Louis 
was not young. He died in 1824 at 
the age of 69. He was succeeded by 
his brother, Charles X, then, 67. 

In the eyes of Bourbon adherents 
Louis and Charles had divine right 
to the throne, since they were 
brothers of Louis XVI. 

The Duke de Berry, 1778-1820, was 
the son of Charles X. When Marie 
Caroline married him, therefore, she 
had good reason to believe that she 
would some day be Queen of France. 

But it was not easy after the 
Revolution, even after the ups and 
downs of the Napoleonic years, for all 
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The Dagger That

Frenchmen to accept the return of 
the Bourbons. 

That unlucky family, which forgot 
nothing and learned nothing, ran true 
to form in Louis XVIII and Charles 
X, both of whom were amiable gentle- 
men, below the average in _ intelli- 
gence, more than a little indolent, 
and stubborn in the assertion of their 
royal prerogatives. 

On February 13, 1820, the Duke 
and Duchess de Berry attended a 
performance at the Paris opera. As 
they were leaving the theatre, a half- 
crazed workman named Louis Pierre 
Louvel stepped up to the Duke and 
drove a dagger into his heart. 

One of the best accounts of this 
tragedy is contained in the diary of 
James Gallatin, then secretary to his 
father, Albert Gallatin, American 
Minister to France. James Gallatin 
describes the affectionate care with 
which the Duke éscorted the Duchess 
to their carriage. Marie Caroline, as 
most knew, was an expectant mother. 

Gallatin saw the Duke the moment 
after the assassin had struck. The 
Duchess was trying to support her 
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dying husband on one side, while a 
lady-in-waiting held him up on the 
other. A dagger was sticking in his 
breast; he talked to his wife. 

From inside the theatre came the 
ironic sound of cheerful! ballet music. 
Before the doctors could arrive, the 
Duke tried in vain to pull the knife 
from his breast. 

The. Duke died in a few hours. The 
shock of this murder aroused in the 
French people a wave of sympathy 
which, when added to the popularity 
she already enjoyed, seemed to estab- 
lish Maria Caroline firmly in the 
national affection. 

Seven months after the assassina- 
tion she gave birth to a son, Henri, 
Count de Chambord, for Bourbon 
adherents their greatest pride and 
their best hope. 

Charles X designated the youth as 
his successor on the throne, but Louis 
Philippe, son of Philippe Egalite, 
popular among anti-Bourbons because 
he was supposed to imitate his 
father’s revolutionary tendencies,

helped himself to the throne, and let 
Marie Caroline and her son take 
refuge in England. 

Marie Caroline missed no oppor- 
tunity to capitalize her misfortunes, 
posing as the bereaved wife, the 
widowed and dethroned queen who 
lived only for her fatherless son. If 
she could restore him to the throne 
of France, her life would be complete 
and she eould die happy. 

By clever and incessant intrigue, 
she roused and partly organized 
royalist sentiment In Vendee and in 
Brittany. In 1832, 12 years after the 
assassination of her husband, she 
landed in France, hoping for a vigor- 
ous uprising in the two loyal districts, 
but neither Vendee nor Brittany rose 

at least--not enough to mention. 
Marie Caroline took refuge in a house 
at Nantes, where a spy found her. 

When she learned that troops were 
coming to arrest her, she hid with 
her ladies-in-waiting in the capacious 
chimney of the house.. Her pursuers 
kindled a blaze in the fireplace, and 
Marie Caroline, with her faithful at 
tendants, climbed higher to escape 


roasting or suffocation; the soldiers 
then added fue] till the chimney be- 
came a. furnace, and the begrimed 
fugitives indicated their willingness 
to surrender. 

Even this episode, dangerously 
close to the buriesque or the ridic- 
ulous, would not have injured the 
romantic legend of Marie Caroline 
had not her capture revealed a secret. 

Louise Philippe imprisoned her in 
the castle of Blaye, where it was im- 
possible to conceal longer the secret 
marriage she had made with an 
Italian, Count Ettore Lucchesi-Palli, 
or that she was again expecting to 
become a mother. Romantic sym.- 
pathy for her ended. 

The child born at Blaye was a 
daughter, afterwards Duchesse of 
Parma. Convinced that Marie Caro- 
line was now harmless, Louis Philippe 
released her. She joined her husband 
in Switzerland, and lived with him 
there in happy retirement until her 
death in April, 1870. 

Her son, Henri, Count de Cham- 
bord, passed his life chiefly in Aus- 
tria, but in 1870, after the fall of 
the second Empire, it looked for a 
moment as though his claim to the 
throne might be recognized. 

Unfortunately he could not pro- 
mote his aspirations in silence, and he 
could not speak without showing him- 
self true Bourbon, entirely unaware 
that the world had changed, and his 
day had passed. He died childless in 
1883.

OHNNY WEISSMULLER has 

changed his mind again. 

At the age of 43, the champion 
swimmer who became Hollywood's 
chest-thumping, vine-swinging ‘“Tlar- 
zan” is trying to match a fourth bride 
with his latest concept of life. 

Into the limbo of his past have 
gone his three former wives —glitter- 
ing Bobbe Arnst; the late tempestu- 
ous Lupe Velez and socially proper 
Beryl Scott. In their place is 22- 
year-old Allene Gates, with her free 
golfing stride and hearty outdoor 
manner. 

Allene falls as naturally into John- 
ny’s current scheme of things as did 
Bobbe, Lupe and Beryl, but under 
a different set of circumstances.

One battle was touched off when 
Lupe dyed her hair red; another when 
she insisted they take a taxi painted 
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yellow when Johnny wanted a red 
one; still another when Johnny inad- 
vertently sat on Lupe’s favorite hat. 
Their braw!s were as wild as scenes 
from Johnny's jungle epics. 

At some point in his hectic life 


with Lupe, Johnny's Third Design for 


Living began to shape up. He was 
petting tired of strutting in a loin 
cloth and uttering guttural sounds. 
He yearned to be a bona fide movie 
actor in drawing room roles. He even 
went so far as to announce that he 
had a backer who would bring him 
back to civilization.

S THE third wife of wealthy, 
A 63-year-old Philadelphia social- 

ite Craig Biddle, Sr., comely 
Alice Laura Savard Biddle enjoyed all 
the comforts money can buy. 

Biddle was heir to a one-third 
interest in the income from a $3,000,- 
000 trust fund and could well afford 
to gratify his wife’s every whim. 

But, only a few months after her 
husband’s deatlf, the 46-year-old 
French-Canadian nurse, -then in il! 
health, faced the prospect of having 
to earn her living. The responsibilily 
for this can be traced to a will written 
595 years ago by Biddle’s grandfather, 
the fabulously rich Anthony J. Drexel. 

Son of a portrait painter, Drexcl 
became one of America’s greatest 
financiers of the post-Civil War 
period, amassing a $30,000,000 fortune 
before his death in 1893. 

Three million dollars of this he set 
aside in a trust for Craig Biddle and 
the latter’s brothers, Livingston and 
Amthony. But Drexel! denied therm 
any control of the trust. All they 
could do was share the income. 

After their death the income was 
to go to their children. Drexel was 
careful to seal off any loopholes that 
might have permitted one of the 
brothers to leave his share to a wile. 

Though Craig Biddle’s devotion to 
Alice was deep and abiding, he was 
unable to break the stipulations of 
the trust. At his death last December, 
his income automatically went to his 
two sons, George Drexel Biddle and 
Craig, Jr., and to his daughter, Mrs. 
Laura Mary Biddle Stewart. All were 
children by his first marriage to 
Laura Whelen Biddle. 

Friends of the Biddle family said 
that Craig’s total estate, with the ex- 
ception of the trust fund income, was 
probably less than $4,000. That was 
why Alice faced the prospect of hav- 
ing to go to work. 

She was, however, too ill to do 
so. An attorney representing both 
her and the Biddle estate has pe- 
titioned a court in South Kingston, 
R. L., where Craig’s will was probated, 
to allow Alice $1,800 to tide her over. 

“Some time this summer,” Alice 
said, “I’m going back to work. I 
have to. You can see that. I don't 
want to be a burden on anybody's 
estate. I’m able to work as a nurse. 
I don’t see that it will be a hardship.” 

It was while Alice was acting as 
Craig’s private murse that the couple 
first fell in love. A former Davis 
Cup tennis star and leading Eastern 
sportsman, Biddle suffered in his late 
years from acute arthritis. In his will. 
written 10 months before he married 
Alice in June, 1946, he called her “my 
nurse and long-time friend.” 

Then, almost in sadness, he pointed 
out that his main source of income 
was YTrom the Drexel trust. “The 
trust,” he wrote, “contains no provi- 
sion for any power of appointment or 
other rights or interest in me.” 

Alice knew the terms of the Drexel 
will before she married Craig. 

“I never expected to get anything 
from the trust,” she declared. “I 
married Craig because I loved him.” 

Aware of the kind of future Alice 
faced, Craig requested as his “last 
wish” that his childreh give their 
stepmother the funds from a trust 
estimated at $20,000 to $30,000 left by 
his uncle, the late George W. Childs 
Drexel. But here again there was a 
legal hurdle. 

A son of old Anthony Drexel, 
George stipulated that as long as his 
wife, Mary, lived she was to get the 
income from the fund. After her 
death the money was to go to Craig. 
If he had died the fund would go to 
his children. This was the money 
Craig asked his children to give Alice. 
Since Mary Drexel was alive, how- 
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idles.

Lawyers for the family indicated 
the children intended to set up a 
trust fund for their stepmother.

For her part, Alice said Craig 
made it very plain that he wanted 
her to have the money. “Of. course | 
realize,” she adds, “that they can’t do 
anything about it now.

Until ali these complications were 
cleared up, however, Alice would have 
to rely largely on her own resources. 

Biddle’s first wife, Laura Whelen, 
died in Los Angeles in 1925. ~ Less 
than a year later, he married Jose- 
phine Peet, who divorced him in 
september, 1945. 

«Josephine probably received from 
Craig more money and property than 
did Alice. In his will, Craig said he 
had signed an agreement with Jose- 
phine giving her “certain property 
settlements” in exchange for het 
waiving all claims on his estate. 

It was Laura and Josephine who 
enjoyed Craig’s companionship 
throughout the most active years of 
his life. Then a handsome young 
blueblood, he built lavish homes -for 
them, escorted them on an elaborate 
round of parties in Philadelphia and 
Newport, introduced them to the titled 
society of Europe. Josephine and he 
even opened their own nightclub on 
their estate near Peace Dale, R. I. 

Only later, when he had become a 
victim of ill health, did Alice meet 
Craig. Together, they lived quietly 
on ~-the estate where Alice admin. 
istered to her husband’s needs. 

After Craig’s death,: Alice was 
philosophical about the future. “Once 
you've made your own living,” she 
said, “you never again have to fear 
about being able to support yourself.”

VER two of the tall manor houses of 

Louisiana’s softly rolling Feliciana country 

—the “Happy Land” to which the Spanish 
settlers first gave the title— there hangs the 
memory of a_ gray-eyed, wilful belle-with-a- 
difference. 

Eliza Pirrie Barrow Bowman Lyons was begin- 
ning to make history before she reached her mid- 
teens. She helped give America the legend of one 
of its authentie geniuses, the painter John James 
Audubon. And into her 45 years of life she 
crowded more events than do most women who 
live to double that age. 


Watched by Her Mother and Jealous Suitors, Eliza Raised Her Head to 
Her Teacher Expecting a Farewell Kiss—"But None Were to Be Disposed 
Off," He Later Wrote. 


Eliza Pirrie was born spoiled, said her friends. 
She spent her first days in a high, shuttered house 
called Oakley—three-storied, jalousied in the man- 
ner of which the Spaniards were fond. Tiers of 
galleries covered front and back, with many flights 
of stairs leading to cool and windswept halls. 

At Oakley, Eliza received whatever she asked. 
Daughter of a second marriage, she became the 
baby not only of the parents but also of the older

children. When she was 15, her mother took her 
by river steamer down to New Orleans; and there 
Mrs. Pirrie looked around for a tutor. 

One day the Pirries chanced on Monsieur 
Audubon. A Frenchman, he was long-haired, 
moody, but with an oddly appealing manner. 
Clearly he was also a failure; he had tried a num- 
ber of businesses and botched most of them. Now 
he was trying to gain a foothold as a portrait 
painter; yet the Creole city that would later pro- 
claim him lifted its nose and passed on. 
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For years Audubon had talked of depicting 
America’s birds in their natural hues and back- 
grounds. He had failed; he talked of giving up. 
But then the Pirries came forward. He gave 
Eliza a few lessons. Mrs. Pirrie thought he was 
what the family needed. Would Mr. Audubon 
come up river to stay with them and teach Eliza? 

They made a deal: The family would pay $60 
a month for half his time; he would teath Eliza 
“drawing, music, dancing, etc.” The rest of the 
hours would be his to roam the woods. 

On a bright June day in 1821 the party rode 
up river by steamer. The artist stood speechless 
at the beauty that unfolded around him. 

Soon he was writing of “my lovely Miss Pirrie,” 
“the beautiful Miss Pirrie.”” A portrait, which he 
is supposed to have done, shows her in high- 
waisted gown, a miss with tight hair-dress, dark 
curls at the side, an oval face from which calm 
eyes look forth, and a determined mouth. 


ME: AUDUBON was the subject of much talk, 
and many giggles, among the Pirries and their 
friends and neighbors. He was effervescent, he 
was voluble, he shrugged at everything and 
nothing. He sighed over these Anglo-Saxon 
Louisianans; he could never teach them to dance. 
Their legs weren’t loose enough! 

He broke his bow and almost smashed his 
violin before he persuaded them to relax. He 
stamped his feet; he led figures at the balis, he 
staged breathless solo dances to his own fiddling. 
Feliciana life was less tedious because Mr. Audu- 
bon was there. 

All went well for a time. From lessons with 
the alert Eliza, Audubon plunged into the woods 
an untouched locale of winged things that many 
Americans had never seen, a sun-dappled retreat 
abounding in the white ibis, arranging its feathers 
with scythe-like bill; in scarlet-tipped woodpeckers, 
mockers that sported about him, their striped 
wings shining in the sun. 

But at Oakley itself serenity remained only for 
atime. Eliza liked her gallant, if peculiar, tutor. 
She smiled with him, and her smiles caused 
trouble in the paradise. At 15, Eliza was interest- 
ing the boys; and several of them grew wildly 
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jealous of the Frenchman. Audubon told about 
the situation in his recollections of the day. 

One caller was Mr. Colt, “a young lawyer who 
appeared quite pressing, although uncivilly re- 
ceived at first.” Another was Dr. Smith, described 
by Audubon, simply,*as “The Man She Loved.” 

Then came a third, young Robert Barrow, pic- 
tured by a contemporary as “extravagantly hand- 
some.” But Robert had a handicap. He was a 
cousin; also, the firm Mrs. Pirrie didn’t like him. 

With the true arts of the belle, though thus 
far only a junior miss type, Eliza kept them all 
guessing. Audubon was much her senior, and 
interested primarily in his painting. But the three 
swains judged him a dangerous rival, and soon 
he was involved in their intriguing. 

Efiza fell ill. Dr. Smith (“The Man She 
Loved”) was called in; at once he decided that for 
months to come Eliza could not draw, write, 
dance, or do any of the things that Audubon was 
there to teach her! 

Audubon stayed on, biding his time, spending 
days in the woods with his birds, enjoying a few 
calm hours behind the shutters of Oakley. Eliza 
improved; but even now, said the jealous doctor, 
it would not be wise for her to “tax her strength” 
with strenuous drawing or writing. 

Eliza sat up, looking wan and interesting; the 
Suitors glared. Audubon frowned back, and Mrs. 
Pirrie grew tired of genius. Audubon wanted 
payment for his idle hours. 


N° WORK, no money, said the mother. He had 
to go, everybody seemed to agree. At the end 
Eliza, he wrote, “raised from the sopha and ex- 
pected a kiss from me—but none were to be dis- 
posed off.” (He frequently spelled that way.) 

So he was gone; but the Pirries had introduced 
him to a wonderland. He stayed in the Feliciana 
country, moving from plantation to plantation, 
teaching classes. For the rest of his life he would 
remember “his” Louisiana, to which the Pirries 
had brought him. 

Frequently he came upon his Little Eliza, and 
watched her create her own kind of havoc over 
the countryside. She chose neither the importun- 
ate lawyer nor the fervent doctor; she showed her 
favor, instead, to her dashing cousin, the “extrava-

gantly handsome” Mr. Barrow. Firmly, the 
mother forbade her to see him. Equally firmly 
Eliza shook her head—and then eloped with Mr. 
Barrow, 

Racing away together, the couple reached a 
stream high in flood. Romantically the lover 
caught Eliza in his strong arms and walked across 
with her. By the time the Pirries reached them, 
Kliza was a happy Mrs. Barrow; and the bride- 

groom had a bad cold from the 
water. 
The honeymoon was brief; six 
weeks later the cold had turned 
to pneumonia, and Eliza was a 
widow. Staying with the Barrows, 
the pensive Eliza announced she 
was going to have a baby. 
She had a new setting for her 
charms Greenwood, a soaring 
Greek Temple that some have 
called Louisiana’s most magnifi- 
cent mansion’ Columns marched 
on the four sides, thick, firm 
based; the whole reflected in a 
pool in the foreground. 
There Audubon saw her again 
and exchanged notes and com- 
pliments. There the child was born; and there 
Eliza became twice an heiress, receiving her,late 
bridegroom's inheritance, and his share of his 
father’s properties when the elder Barrow died. 

The rich young widow, meeting her tutor 
again, admitted to a new interest. A young 
Episcopal minister from Pennsylvania, William 
Bowman, moved to the Feliciana country: He 
visited her to talk over her befeavement and the 
upbringing of the boy. He ended by marrying 
her and assuming the care of the child. 


LIZA became no drab minister’s wife; she rove 

the countryside in her gay carriage, and made 
the ladies forget her husband’s sermons when she 
appeared in new feathered hats. She went to 
New Orleans, to the opera and the circus, and she 
brought back frocks and capes that provided a 
continuous style show for the country folk. 

This was the quietest phase of Eliza’s life. Her 
second marriage brought her two children. Then 
the minister, too, grew sick. An epidemic of 
vellow fever reached the river, and soon Eliza 
found herself a widow once more. 

She waited five years; who could have asked 
for more? She lost none of her looks: in black, 
with bands of white at the throat and sleeves, she 
remained a glamourous lady of the Felicianas. 

From Pennsylvania came a businessman, Henry 
Lyons, who liked what he saw in the Feliciana 
country, including Eliza. He forgot husiness 
for a time, and gave himself to the pursuit of the 
widow. For the third time, she said yes. Of this 
third marriage she had three children, 

The three sets of Eliza’s “families” got along 

together happily. Even now, their mother was 
hardly content to accept a life that would be with- 
out luster. She refused to admit to middle age. 
“ Eliza still rode about, hardly less handsome, in 
feathers and taffetas and new hats from New Or- 
leans. . 
And now she was learning more of the great 
world and of its values. There were probably few 
who showed greater surprise when New York and 
London, Boston and Paris began to talk of the 
vast originality, the remarkable realism of this 
new Mr. Audubon. He was the man who had 
practically been forced to leave her house. 

Yet Mr. Audubon remembered her gently, and 
wrote kind things about his “beautiful Miss 
Pirrie.” Some have wondered what would have 
happened to his phenomenal career had Eliza and 
her mother not met him that day in New Orleans. 

He might well have given up painting forever, 
and gone back to the drudgery of a business that 
he hated. Eliza could count what she had done 
as another of her accomplishments. 


HEN suddenly, in her mid-forties, Eliza died. By 

a coincidence, it was the same year in which 
the end came to her old tutor, Mr. Audubon. 

When she was carried to her grave in the 
Feliciana country of Louisiana, she was placed be- 
side her second husband, the pleasant minister, 
Mr. Bowman; and there her tombstone still stands. 

Not long ago the State of Louisiana recognized 
the history which binds Eliza’s story to that of 
Mr. Audubon. It purchased her old Oakley home, 
to be part of the uisiana park system. 

The shuttered house wi]l be a- museum of 
Audubon’s works; the rich earth, with its poplars 
and magnolias and hanging vines, will be open 
to visitors, as part of “Audubon’s Woods.” 

A short distance away Eliza’s “other house,” 
the temple-like Greenwood, sends the reflection of 
its line of columns into the pool before it. 

In death Fliza has outlived all her quieter, 
more conventional sisters.

This was no time for their teacher 
to be bedridden, they agreed. Now, 
retired and with leisure time, she 
should be able to putter in her garden, 
visit with her neighbors, and continue 
to bring inspiration she seemed to 
carry with her to all friends. 

So Earl and Babe got many of her 
old pupils together. They gave her a 
surprise party at a big hotel. Eart

Belle Abraham is not alone in 
knowing that pupils don’t forget.

Many a night, over deserted, 
dangerous streets, she went to the 
dingy flats where the bad boys lived 
to plead and remonstrate with them. 
Many she brought back to the side of 
decency. Many became good citizens. 

Miss Smith, however, admits that 
there were some “lost boys.” Some 
grew up to shoot and steal their way 
into prison. Two have died in the 
electric chair.

Mrs. Anna Brednick, 31, of Chicago, accused 
her husband, Theodore, 38, of having photophobia, 
or aversion to light. Because of his photophobia, 
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evening. Furthermore, she complained, he for- 
bade her to turn over in bed and wouldn't let her 
serve vegetables. She got her divorce, 

Mrs. Irma E. Gregory, of Detroit, related the 
following story in her plea for divorce: 

Husband Ivan informed his co-workers she had 
died. “But don’t send flowers,” she said he 
requested. “I’m short of funds for her burial.” 

A collection was taken up and an employe 
went to the Gregory home to present the purse 
and offer condolences, He found Mrs. Gregory 
doing the washing. 

Army Capt. James A. Robbins, of Lawton, 
Okla., had a conventional nagging complaint ‘in 
his suit for divorce from his wife, an ex-A:my 
nurse.

LEISTER CROWLEY, who gloried in being 
A called the World's Worst Man, lay on his 

bed recently in Hastings, England, nearing 
the end of his long, wicked career. 

Once he had concocted an Elixir of Life de- 
signed to give him perpetual youth, but now -at 
72~-he was wracked with pain and pleading with 
his doctor for morphine. 

“IT can’t stand it any longer,” he said. 
got to renew my prescription.” 

“No,” Dr. William Brown Thomson shook his 
head. “You deceived me. I don’t know how you 
did it, but you’ve been wheedling morphine out of 
somebody. You've been taking it in dangerous 
doses and I can’t let you have any more. Your 
prescription has been withdrawn.” 

“You can’t do that to me,” Crowley screamed. 
“The pain will kill me and if it does, you'll die 
within 24 hours after my death. I swear'it by the 
Great Spirit Taphtatharath!”’ 

Soon after that he was dead—not from pain 
but from ravages wrought by a lifetime of excess. 

What happened next was pure coincidence. 
Everyone concerned with the case is sure of that. 
Just the same, it was strange. 

Eighteen hours after Crowley’s death, Dr. 
Thomson died, too, from natural causes, according 
to the death certificate filed by the attending 
physician. 

In his memoirs, Crowley confided that he first 
discovered the lethal effectiveness of his mystic 
powers when he was eight. He began to wish 

Heath of a headmaster who had caned him, 
enough, he wrote, the object of his wrath 
few weeks later. 

was Edward Alexander Crowley then, the 
essed, rebellious son of a couple who were 
Aders in a strict Puritanical sect called the 
"lymouth Brethren. His father was wealthy, and 
after attending several! private schools young 
Crowley went to Cambridge, where he attained 

distinction as a classical scholar. 

It was there that he developed his interest in 
Magick, as he insisted on spelling it. Bitter 
against conventional religion, he turned to evoking 
Cevils. 

it was simple enough, he said, but it took time 
And effort. First one had to find a place which 
would be free from any interruption or disturb- 
ance, Sitting within a circle made with red paint, 
the supplicant wished with increasing fervor and 
concentration—sometimes for six months——for the 
appearance of wicked old Taphtatharath. Once he 
appeared, it was necessary then to call forth the 
Four Great Princes of Evil, then thelr eight 
sub-princes and finally their 316 servitors. 

What happened after that was strictly a matter 
between Crowley and his visitors because, of 
course, if anybody else were around they wouldn't 
appear. 

Crowley, who preferred for reasons of his own 
to be known as “Beast 666,” claimed to have 
obtained his secret knowledge from the Grand 
Liama of Tibet. He had planned a diplomatic 
career, but he gave up his studies, abandoned his 
literary efforts (he had published dozens of

volumes of poetry), neglected his mountain- 
climbing ‘he had ciimbed hundreds) and disap- 
peared for long intervals, turning up suddenly in 
Zapotian, Tali Fu, Askole, Hambantota or Ouled 
Dijellal. 

He explored Mexico without guides, crossed 


China on foot, sat as a scantily-clad Yogi under 


the Indian sun to beg his rice, masqueraded in 
Cairo as a mysterious Persian prince. 

He claimed to have walked around London ina 
red robe and a golden crown, invisible and un- 


noticed by anyone, but when he was challenged 


during a law sult to repeat the performance, he 
said it could only be done when he was In a proper 
mood, . 

Gradually his devil worship evolved into a cult 
which practiced offensive rites. He wrote and 
published a ritual for a Black Mass which was 
climaxed by sacrilegious revelry. He opened a 
temple in Paris, a city where almost anything was 
tolerated, but after a few months even the 
Parisians were revolted. He was ordered to leave 
the country. 

London permitted him to operate for a while 
in a temple in Chancery Lane. Shortly before 
World War I he came to the United States and 
started a cult in Detroit with only one precept: 
“Do what thou wilt shall be the whole of the Law.” 

He announced plans to build a headquarters 
patterned after the sun temples af the ancient 
Chaldeans, with exotic furnishings, fountains 
spraying jets of perfumed water amid burning 
jars of incense, silken divans for the faithful to 
“worship and recline on.” 

He said similar temples would be erected in 
all large American cities, but before his mystic 
“O.T.O.” could expand, it was exploded by a suit 
against Albert W. Ryerson, manager of a book 
firm which had published Crowley’s book of ritual, 
“The Equinox,” which Supreme Court Justice 
Francis Murphy has called “the most lascivious 
and libidinous book ever published in the United 
States.” 

Stockholders of the book company charged that 
Ryerson had spent $35,000 of the firm’s money in 
promoting. Crowley’s cult, which they claimed was 
“unspeakably vile.” 

Before the suit came to trial, Crowley fled to 
Sicily. He operated an establishment there in a 
little town named Cefalu, attracting devotees from 
all parts of the world until Mussolini finally 
ejected him. Witnesses told of repugnant, week- 
long ceremonies during which cats and goats were 
sacrificed. Crowley scorned denials. His com- 
ment was: “For most purposes, human sacrifice 
is best.” 

He sued a British author who described him as 
a practitioner of black magic, claiming he had 
been libeled because he practiced only white magic. 
The presiding justice, who might have been color 
blind, stopped the trial with the observation: “I 
have been engaged in the administration of the 
law for more than 49 years, and I have never 
heard such dreadful, horrible, blasphemous and 
abominable stuff.” 

Scores of Crowley’s disciples attended his cre- 
mation, obviously hoping that some of his cronies 
from the netherworld would appear to stop the 
proceedings. They didn’t. Part of the weird rites 
were devoted to recitation of his best known 
poems, including his “Hymn to Pan,” in which 
he wrote: 

“O man! My man! 
(‘Come careening out of the night to me, to me, 
Come with Apollo in bridal dress... .” 

The rest of it, like so much that came from 
the strange brain of “the worst man in the world,” 
is unprintable. |

T WAS a little before midnight 

.when middle-aged Gustave Wurth 

and Mrs. Wurth brewed some pep- 
permint tea in their Schenectady, 
N. Y., home. Mr. Wurth had two cup. 
fuls. Mrs. Wurth drank less than 
half a cup. Then they retired. 

At 2 o’clock Mrs. Wurth awoke, 
feeling dizzy and weak. She saw that 
her husband, out of bed, was stag- 
gering as if in a daze. 

“Gus!” He did not answer. “Gus!” 
He seemed in delirium. She tried 
to make her way to the telephone, 
and could not do it. She thumped 
on the floor and aroused a relative 
sleeping below. 

By mid-forenoon that day — Mr. 
Wurth was then fighting for his life 
in a hospital and his wife was under 
a doctor’s care at home —the Federal 
Food and Drug Administration went 
into country-wide action, for the pep-

permint leaves from which the tea 
had been made had been accidentally 
mixed, in the manufacturer's plant, 
with a drug so powerful that in any 
considerable amount it could kill. 

It was one of those cases that 
happen once in a hundred million 
times. The Schenectady electrical 
worker and his wife had swallowed 
a drug which by mishap had been 
mixed with the peppermint leaves.

an impossibility--can be disclosed. 

The great fear, at the start, was 
that others besides the Wurths, using 
Similarly packaged peppermint leaves, 
might be poisoned. 

Quickly that morning, the hospital 
telephoned Leslie Jayne, Secretary of 
the New York State Board of Phar- 
macy in Albany. Mr. Jayne tele- 
phoned the Food and Drug authori- 
ties in Washington, saying a first 
analysis of the peppermint leaves 
used by the Wurths, and of samples 
at the drug store where they had 
made their purchase, had shown a 50 
per cent contamination by bella donna 
leaves or something similar. 

The Washington authorities, those 
watchdogs of your medicine -chest, 
under Dr. Paul B. Dunbar, Commis- 
sioner, at once put their St. Louis 
office to work, since the manufac- 
turer was in Illinois. toy Pruitt, 
head of the St. Louis office, mar- 
shalled his men. 

The drug firm was warned by 
telephone, and then inspectors hur- 
ried to it. They found the old, highly 
regarded company already had sent 
this telegram to wholesalers: 

“Return Lot 33444 880146.” 

Those were the code numbers on 
the deadly packaged peppermint. No 
one was more earnest in a determina- 
tion to recall the perilous packages

than the company, for with it, as 
with all the other reputable com- 
panies, such a mix-up is almost un- 
thinkable. But the federal men 
thought the telegram was not suf- 
ficiently urgent. 

They sent one of their own. It 
was an order. A second analysis had 
shown that it was not bella donna, 
but stramonium, a somewhat similar 
drug, which by mischance had been 
mixed with the peppermint. 

That quick and comprehensive 
work ended distribution of the leaves 
of death, but it could not surely pre- 
vent past purchasers from brewing 
a tea like that of the Wurths. About 
500 one-ounce packages of the leaves 
had been sold to individuals, it was 
found, and the only recourse was a 
public warning, since the leaves were 
not sold on prescription. Newspapers 
and radio carried it. Soon 100 pack- 
ages were returned by buyers, but 
there still remain several hundred 
outstanding. Each bears the serial 
numbers 880146 and 33444. 

With these precautions taken, the 
federal men, as they always do in 
such cases, conducted a thorough in- 
vestigation of the manufacturer’s 
methods. They found that the pep- 
permint leaves had been ground in 
the same mill as stramonium (known 
to farmers as Jimson weed). 

It was an almost unaccou 
accident, and its very rarity 
to emphasize the safety with 
drugs ordinarily can be bought a1 
where. Here was a firm 77 year. 
old, with an unblemished record, and 
suddenly it happened to play a part 
in a mischance such as happens only 
once in a multitude of times of drug 
production. Its dangerous product 
went to Wisconsin, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, New York, 
Kansas and Pennsylvania. 

The Food and Drug agents realized 
the company’s good standing but they 
proceeded with their investigation ac- 
cording to routine. . They checked 
every product made by the. concern. 
They telephoned and telegraphed in- 
spectors in every part of the country 
to test the plant’s products in whole- 
salers’ warehouses and in retail stores. 

Meanwhile, they found at the plant 
that traces of stramonium leaves also 
had become mixed with a batch of 
boneset, another old-fashioned remedy, 

The contamination, only 
IS per cent as compared 
with 50 per cent in the pep- 
permint leaves, was noi 
considered deadly, but it 
was thought it could pro- 
duce unpleasant reactions. 
Again the federal men 
acted. They ordered whole- 

. salers to return all pur- 
chases and they alerted the 230 field 
inspectors throughout the country. 
The serial numbers on the deleterious 
boneset packages were 34541 and 
32CM47. 

The federal men, thinking of this 
case, cannot help recalling the most 
famous of drug disasters. It hap- 
pened in 1937. 

It was then that “Elixir Sulfanila 
mide” took 108 lives in 15 states, all 
the way from Virginia to California. 

The first warning of the tragedy 
came from Tulsa, Okla. Nine per- 
sons, the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion was told, had died after treat- 
ment with a new sulfa drug. 

Agents found it had been distrib- 
uted by the S. E. Massengill Company 
of Bristol, Tenn., and tests showed 
one more of those extremely rare 
mishaps. The sulfanilamide was all 
right but the diethylene glycol in 
which it was dissolved was: déadly. 

The company’s owner, Samuel E. 
Massengill, was fined $26,100, and the 
drug law was changed to oblige the 
maker of any new interstate com- 
merce drug to have it approved by 
the Food and Drug Administration 
and before any sales. 

In a way, both the peppermint and 
the sulfanilamide cases serve a good 
purpose. They made news because 
they were rarities. They emphasize 
that year in and year out, drugs are 
made, and sold by the million and the 
billion —and no mistakes.

ROM their battle-battered  type- 
c writers the century's biggest 

news mocked and challenged 
them. Here was the scoop they had 
lived for all their newspaper lives. 
Here was the story the whole, war- 
weary world waited to hear. But they 
chose not to breathe a Word of it. 

It was May 7, 1945, and 16 top- 
flight correspondents, representing 
the press and radio services of the 
Allied countries, had just witnessed 
the unconditional surrender of Ger- 
many at Reims, France, following a 
secret flight from General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower’s headquarters at Paris. 

It was physically easy for those 
correspondents to reach a telephone 
or telegraph instrument and disclose 
the momentous happening which they 
had seen and heard, but it was moral- 
ly and ethically impossible for them 
t do anything of the kind. 

Engraved on their minds, each 
syllable underscored, was the pledge 
imposed upon them during the flight 
by Brig. Gen. Frank Allen, Jr., chief 
of the Public Relations Division of 
the Supreme Headquarters of the A\l- 
lied Expeditionary Force. 

“This story is off the record until 
the respective heads of the Allied gov- 
ernments announce the fact to the 
world,” the General had stipulated. 

“I therefore pledge éach and every 
one of you on your honor NOT to 
communicate the results of this con- 
ference or the fact of its existence 
until it has been released by the Su- 
preme Headquarters.” 

The army took journalism into its 


fullest confidence, certain that neither 
the profession nor any of its mem- 
bers would fail in the test of honor. 
The 16 correspondents who resisted 
the temptation which their typewrit- 
ers flung at them and for more than 
24 hours stifled the instinct to be 
first with the news met the test glori- 
ously and proved anew and forever- 
more that journalism is a reliable and 
responsible repository for a public 
trust. 

Many days passed before the cor- 
respondents learned the reason for 
the .act of personal and professional 
integrity to which they had been 
bound. Then General Allen said: 

“The need for secrecy was identi- 
fied by the fact that the Germans 
were desperately trying, through 
propaganda and false statements, to 
create misunderstanding between the 
Russian forces and the Allies on the 
western front and even broadcast, as 
late as noon, May 6, that they in- 
tended to begin negotiations with the 
Allies so as to gain time and strength 
for the battle with the Russian torces. 

“Due to the desire of the Supreme 
Commander to obtain a surrender at 
the earliest possible moment, so as to 
save Allied lives on both fronts, he 
requested authority from the Russian 
High Command to act, initially, in ac- 
cepting an unconditional surrender on 
all fronts, so as to bring the whole 
matter speedily to a head. 

“The understanding was that he 
would observe the greatest secrecy in 
any negotiations with the German 
High Commiand, to accept nothing 
less than simultaneous unconditional 
Surrender on both fronts, and par- 
ticularly to make no announcement 
of any kind until the Russian High 
Command could be satisfied through 
later and more formal contact with 
the German High Command that the 
Surrender was genuine on all fronts 
and did not represent merely an ad- 
ditional attempt by the Germans to 
gain advantage at the expense of the 
Russians. 

“Because of these considerations, 
which clearly involved security and 
the saving of American lives, the Su-

preme Commander was doubtful of 
the propriety of permitting the pres- 
ence of any individual at the meet- 
ings, except those who had official 
duties in connection therewith. 

“On the earnest representations 
that no newspaperman would release 
any information concerning the pro- 
ceedings until authorized to do so, he 
allowed me to invite a pool of press- 
men to witness the proceedings...” 

I believe the nation owes a debt of

who justified- General Eisenhower's 
confidence in the press in such an 
exemplary manner and abided so 
worthily by the highest ideals of 
journalism. 

I want their names and accom- 
plishments enshrined in the records 
of our country’s government—not 
only because they were able to subor- 
dinate their personal ambitions to a 
world cause,.but also because their

Allen, Jr. in May, 1945, con- 
fided to the representatives of the 
press the news of the impending 
end of the war, he extended his 


confidence to 17 men. Sixteen 
kept the faith. 

Senator Arthur Capper, of Kan-

Without their loyal and never-fail- 
ing assistance, Selective Service, the 
War Bond drives, the Blood Banks, 
Food Conservation, and most of our 
other essential activities would have 
been immeasurably less successful.

baseball arbitrators’ existence, Tim 
grinned and replied: “Yes, but you 
can't beat the hours.” 

Back in Tim’s time, the Man in 
the Iron Mask may have been as 
truly an object of pity as his his- 
torical prototype immortalized by Al- 
exandre Dumas, pere. 

But things are looking up for the 
members of this segregated caste 
who live in a world all their own. 
No longer can it be said that “Satur- 
day night is the loneliest night in the 
week—-and every night is Saturday 
for the Poor Ump!” . 

In all Baseball history, there is no 
record of an umpire who turned out 
to be a thief or a tool of gamblers.

Baseball rules require umpires to 
stay at different hotels from ball 
players, to travel in different cars, to 
avoid contact with players off the 
field and to be scrupulously careful 
in the selection of their associates.

The years have 
mellowed Bill, “the old Arbitrator,” 
and have won him universal respect 
in baseball. He is never lacking for 
congenial companions and those who 
are in his company are never wanting 
for entertainment.

At any rete, 90 per cent of 
the applicants fo. enrolment at the 
umpiring schools are ex-servicemen. 

The course of study lasts five 
weeks and the instructors are experi- 
enced men from the better leagues.

Prospective umpires are reminded 
that their profession has been a step- 
ping stone to better thirgs.

Cowan Dobson, the Fa-

f EAUTY is not _ skin-deep. 
‘B Beauty lies in a womans 
bones, especially the bones of 
her face. When these are right her 
beauty lasts and lasts—if not, it soon 
dulls or coarsens. Lovely bodies are 
common enough but the truly lovely 
face—ah, that is rare.” 

Thus speaks one of the highest 
authorities on feminine beauty, 
Cowan Dobson, famous painter of 
women. On this page you will see 
the most perfect specimen of all, 
whose portrait he has just painted 
for the hundredth time and hopes to 
do it a hundred times more. 

Artist Dobson, now 53, who has 
been painting lovely women since he 
was 17, says she is not only a perfect 
model but a model wife and he is an 
authority on that, too, because she is 
Phyllis Dobson, his wife. 

Also he states that he never 
dealizes her in portraits for the rea- 
son that idealization is flattery and 
pne cannot flatter a perfect thing. 

If this sounds suspiciously like 
flattery or the prejudiced judgment 
of a permanently infatuated husband 
there is other expert opinion to con- 
firm it, such as what happened the 
first time painter de Laszlo saw her. 

“We were at a party one night,” 
said Cowan Dobson, “when Laszlo 
spotted Phyllis from a far corner of 
the room, made a bee-line for her, 
through the guests and almost fell on

soon after and died. He also said that 
no artist could flatter her features 
and so did Sculptor Weiss who made 
a head of her.” 

Mr. Dobson has a ready sale for 
all his portraits of his wife, who was 
Miss Phyllis Bowyer, daughter of a 
civil servant of Cheam, Surrey, and 
whom he married June 30, 1931. 

He also has _more commissions 
than he can undertake to paint other 


women, for which he is paid as high ° 


as $4,000; yet always he returns 
happily from these wealthy sitters 
to his model wife. One may wonder 
that he does not weary of painting 
the same thing 100 times but she is 
never the same thing twice and even 
he cannot credit this to her change- 
less bones. He says: 

“She has a most subtle face, with 
something new flitting across it all 
the time. I never tire of painting 
her.” Even this would not make her 
quite the perfect model, for he adds 
another virtue: “She can hold a pose 
for an indefinite period without show- 
ing signs of fatigue or self conscious- 
ness at any hour of the day or night.” 

This makes her .100 per cent as a 
model ‘sitter, but why is she a model 
wifeé?. Asked if she did not find it 
dull, posing for her own husband, 
Phyllis replied: 


“T just love being looked at. I 
love flattery but I hate cooking and 
housework. As for being a model, 
it is great fun, and as it helps my 
husband, why should I think it dull 
work?” 

Some husbands might feel that 
distaste for cooking and housework 
is an imperfection, but good cooks and 
houseworkers are more easily ob- 
tained than good models, according 
to Mr. Dobson, who says: 

“With the ordinary run of profes- 
sional models, there is a tendency for 
really beautiful lines in the figure but 
disappointment in the face. So often 
it is pretty, but heavy and empty,

NEVER saw Jesse James, but I grew up in 
his shadow: stories about him were as thick

The state was in a fever of excitement. No- 
body liked Ford, and all those who knew Kelley 
knew him favorably. 

A petition was started and 7,000 names went 
upon it—a lot of miners, indeed——and the petition 
sent to the Governor asking him to pardon Kelley. 

This the Governor did. And Kelley became 
more of a hero than Ford had ever been. He had 
offers to go on the stage, but turned them down. 

He left Colorado and went to Texas where he

TANDING beside the desk of the 
S income tax men, Jack Dunne, the 
baron, black-haired, bluc- 
ruddy-cheeked, said: “I'l 
pay now. What does it come to?” 

The tax men told him, and he 
reached into -his left hip pocket for 
his wallet. From it he took $104,000 
in banknotes and tossed them on the 
desk. 

“So long,” he said, and walked out, 
free of a tax claim which originally 
had been $498,000, free to go on being 
one of the strangest of the powerfu! 
figures of the prohibition era. 

His beer trucks rolled the network 
of New Jersey’s highways then. He 
ran a little money into $15,000,000 
He night-clubbed, and spent wild, and 
wondered what on earth to do with 
the income that suddenly, and briefly, 
poured upon him. 

Then, in a time that seemed not 
much longer than the turn of the 
roulette wheels he liked, he was down 
from great fortune to bankruptcy, 
the beer trucks junked, prohibition 
gone. Now the last chapter 
has run out. His recent death 
recalls one of prohibition’s 
never-told stories. 

In an age of gorillas, as 
Broadway called them, Jack 
Dunne played their game, but 
was not one of them. He turned 
a tide of beer across the cities 
of the New Jersey flatlands 
iato big bars and little holes in 
the wall but on Sunday lw 
went to church, and on every 
day he fixed, relentlessly, a 
curfew on his daughters. 

“I'll be gone a week,” he 
would say. “If you are going 
out to a sorority dance, 0: 
anywhere else, be home al 
11:30. Have the limousine cal! 
for you. I mean 11:30.” 

Of all the figures weaving in ana 
out of that absurd speakeasy time in 
and around New York, he for a whiie 
Was one of the most powerful and 
least understood. He was, as it hap. 
pened, caught up by prohibition as if 
it were a great wind. It tossed him 
high, bewildered, and left him low 
as though a hurricane had passed. 

If any one was, he was a native 
of that era. Born John Joseph Dunn 
(later adding an “e”’) in New York 
in 1890, he was known to his family 
and cronies as “Johnnie” and to the 
business world as “Jack.” Before the 
Volstead Act was passed, he helped 
his father in a tavern in West New 
York, one of the best in that region. 
He fought as a lightweight in pre- 
liminary bouts. He fell in love with 
a nice girl he met at a dance, and he 
married her, and then prohibition 
clamped down. 

Jack Dunne started running beer 
then from Middletown, N. Y., to his 
father’s tavern, and on the night trips 
through the maze of crossroads lead- 
ing into New Jersey, his young wife 
rode along. They kept the trucks 
rolling.

eyed and 


began to flower. 
Dunne hired men. The demand was 
too much for him. He _ bought 
breweries, small ones at first, then 
big ones, and the profits rose so high 
that he was dazed. 

He bought a stable of race horses 
and of these his favorite was Captain 
Martin. The public for a time liked 
that horse, too, and for good reason. 

“Lay $5,000 across the board,” 
Dunne said one day, and Captain 
Martin came in first to pay him 
$97,000. 

In night clubs, he sometimes grew 
boisterous. One night in a tavern, 
according to one of the most famous 
stories about him, he seizec £-e. violin 
from the orchestra~-leades and’ shat- 
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Seizing a Violin, He Splintered 
lt Against the Bass Drum, 
Then Kicked a Hole in the Drum 
—da Typical Legend of the Mil- 
lionaire “Needled-Beer” King. 


tered it, kicked a hole in the bass 
drum and whammed the saxophone 
to bits on the floor. Then he grinned 
and said: 

“My secretary will pay you guys 
for them.” 

In the middle ’20s he bought the 
estate of Lotta Crabtree, the famous 
actress, on Lake Hopatcong, New 
Jersey, spent $100,000 improving it, 
bought a fleet of speedboats, but took 
no more pleasure in anything than in 
the billiard room, where he could play 
the game he had known from youth, 
pocket billiards, or as it is most com- 
monly called, straight pool. There 
Joe Cook, the actor, who had a place 
across the lake, was his most frequent 
adversary. 

He gave big parties, and some of 
his friends were big-name people of 
Broadway, but he maintained a home 
life that was mid-Victorian. 

His three daughters he sent to 
Marywood Convent in Pennsylvania, 
and it was not for the purpose of 
affording them unlimited good times. 

“They're there to learn,” he said, 
and it was then he fixed the 11:30 
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curfew. When they went to sorority 
dances, they called those evenings 
“Cinderella nights.” The limousine 
called for them ‘at 11:30. 

When they were home, and if they 
had dates with boys, he insisted on 
meeting the young fellows in the 
living room. 

7Oing out, they would hear his last 
words: “Remember... home... mid- 
night deadline.” 

Meanwhile, the success of beer 
running appeared unlimited. On April 
12, 1930, a dinner at a big New York 
hotel marked its pinnacle. 

Reports said it was a “farewell” 
that Jack Dunne was making, but the 
truth was it was a benefit for & 
fraternal cause. 

A thousand persons attended at $5 
apiece, contributions were made, it 
was called a “testimonial dinner tend- 
ered to John J. Dunne by his friends,” 
and it nétted the cause $10,000. 

After that it was reported Dunne 
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had said: “I'm getting out of the beer 
running business because of the 
gorillas and their tactics.” The next 
year he did get out. He disposed of 
all his beer holdings, but he couldn't 
let go his stable of 15 horses, includ 
ing Captain Martin. 

He kept them, while he tried legiti- 
mate beer—with prohibition ended—- 
and finally nothing much remained. 
His breweries, up and down New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, were gone, 
and his horses were gone. His night 
club friends looked the other way. 

From a rounder he turned into a 
homebody, listening to the radio, 
smoking Turkish cigarets (he never 
changed from youth). He couldn't 
figure a comeback. 

When he died he 
His insurance covered 
expenses. 

Mrs. Dunne and the three daugh- 
ters remain, and they do not seem to 
have. many regrets. It was a crazy 
time, they say, when the beer trucks 
rolled secretly by night. It was so 
crazy that they still have notes for 
$163,000 due Jack, made out by prom- 
inent residents of West New York 
and Miami. 

“But we are in good health,” said 
Mrs. Dunne the other day in the 
apartment she shares with two daugh- 
ters. “We are all employed.”

EPUTY SHERIFF HULL ar- 
rived from near-by Madison, 
Conn., two days after the 
tragedy, and by that time the 
whole village of Rockland 
was seething with gossip. 

He found himself with a 

major problem on his: hands. 

No doubt, had the locale been a large city, 
matters would have evolved quite differently, and 
a quick solution might have ensued. But this was 
a sparsely settled rural community. 

Moreover, the year was 1878. Even in big 
cities the science of criminal investigation, by 
comparison with more recent times, was then 
still in swaddling clothes. 

Deputy Hull first visited the victim’s father, 
Charles Sylvester Stannard, a farm hand. 

Stannard, whose custom it was to wear ear- 
rings, told this story: 

At about 1 p. m., Tuesday, Sept. 3, the dark- 
eyed, 22-year-old Mary had left home carrying a 
bucket, intending to pick blackberries.

Five hours later, Mary having failed to return, 
he had gone tao look for her, and had found her 
battered, slashed and dead in the woods near Big 
Rock, about a quarter of a mile from the house, 

She was lying on her back, hands folded across 
her breast, and her clothes showed no disorder. 
But there was a deep gash in her throat, a deep 
wound in her skull, her face bore bruises, and so 
did her arms and wrists. 

“T rushed away to give the alarm,” Stannard 
continued. “I begged the neighbors not to touch 
anything until some officer arrived, but they 
wouldn’t listen to me. They ‘ied her home.” 

Mary had been working rious household

jobs in the general vicinity, he said. For a period 
she had been employed in the home of the Rev. 
Herbert H. Hayden, pastor of a South Madison 
church, who lived with his wife and three young 
children in Rockland. More recently she had 
worked for a farmer named Studley, at Guilford. 

Funeral services had been held on the 4th, with 
Mr. Hayden presiding. 

While he did so, 300 pairs of eyes watched him 
with what might be described as intense curiosity. 

The reason for this avid interest in the 
minister’s words, looks and behavior at this solemn 
ceremony could readily be traced. 

Deputy Hull gathered most of his information 


e4ease of the 


from Mary’s divorced stepsister, Susan Hawley, 
who lived in the Stannard home. 

Mrs. Hawley related that matters had begun to 
come to a head during the last week in August, 
while Mary was working at the Studley place. 
She said Mrs. Studley had noticed that the girl 
seemed despondent, and had inquired, in most 
kindly tones, what might be wrong. 

“Mary told her that she was in trouble, and 
named Mr. Hayden as the man responsible,” said 
Susan. * 

“Mr. Hayden!” Hull cried. “Impossible!” 

Here let us pause for a moment so as to ex- 
plain the deputy’s use of such a possibly exag- 
gerated word as “impossible.” The Reverend Mr. 
Hayden seemed the last man in the world capable 
of such a diversion from the straight and narrow. 

He had been born in Taunton, Mass., in 1850, 
the son of a shoemaker who later became a toll 
collector at a drawbridge, then owner of a country 
store. At 16, the boy had been apprenticed to a 
carpenter, and after two years had graduated to 
a journeyman’s status, at $3 a day. 

Three years later, deciding that he would pre- 
fer to mend and save souls rather than houses, 
he had entered a seminary at East Greenwich, 
R. I. He had paid his way through the seminary 
by working at his trade, and in August, 1871, when 
he was 21, he had married Rosa C. Shaw of Car- 
ver, Mass., a Fall River school teacher. 

Although the bride: had recently been given 
only a short while to live—tuberculosis had taken 
the lives of her mother, brother and sister-—-she 
recovered and proved a capable wife and mother. 

The newlyweds first occupied a house in East 
Greenwich, where both taught school. Hayden got 
his first church appointment in 1876, but that 
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Same year a head ailment compelled him to work 
at his trade, preferably out of doors. 

His appointment to a Rockland chureh in 1877 
had been only temporary. However,-the congre- 
gation there had liked him so much that, in the 
fall of the same year, he became pastor at South 
Madison, a much more important post. 

Mr. Hiayden’s duties at South Madison had 
necessitated his absence from home for several 
days a week. Usually he remained with his 
family from Monday until Thursday or Friday, 
preparing his weekly sermon, performing house- 
hold chores and helping neighbors with theirs. 

Deputy Hull repeated, this time in an awed 
whisper, “Impossible!” 

But Susan Hawley still had much to tell 

She said that Mrs. Studley had taken up the 
shocking matter with her husband, and they had 
agreed that Mary should return to her own home, 
where she could remain in close touch with 
Hayden. Studley had driven her back to her 
father’s house on Sunday, Sept. 1. 

“Mary told me about her trouble that same 
day,” Mrs. Hawley went on. “She said she in- 
tended to visit the Hayden home the next day 
and have a talk with the pastor. On Monday, she 
left the house and when she came back she told 
me that she had seen him, and that he had 
promised to stand by her.” 

The stepsister quoted Hayden (via Mary) as 
saying that he would drive Mary over to Middle- 
town on Tuesday to get some medicine. 


N TUESDAY morning, two of the Hayden 

children were at the Stannard place, racing 
and tumbling about the barns. At about 10, their 
father came by in his buggy, apparently en route 
home from Middletown. His children stopped 
him and asked him to take them for a ride. 

The day being hot, Hayden had asked for a 
drink of water. Mary fetched him a glass. “usan 
related, but he said it tasted warm, and tossed 
it away; whereupon Mary got a pail and headed 
fa¢ the nearest spring, which (difficult as this is 

' credit) happened to be a quarter of a mile 
way in the direction of the Hayden home. 

Instead of awaiting. her return, Susan con- 
inued, the minister. had hoisted his two children 
into the buggy and followed Mary down the road. 

As Susan learned later, according to her, he 
stopped the carriage near the spring, returned a 
few moments later, then drove on home. 

Mary returned to the house. She confided to 
Susan that Mr. Hayden, while getting the water 
at the spring, had whispered that he’d been to 
Middletown and gotten something for her to take 
—a powder. Moreover, he’d seen a doctor there. 

“He told her everything would be all right,” 
said Susan. “And before they parted they agreed 
to meet that afternoon at Big Rock at 3 o’clock.” 

The officer stared at Susan, still unwilling to 
believe all these things about Hayden. 

“Mary told you all these things?” he asked. 

“Who else?” she came back. 

He shook his head, as though trying to shake 
his confusion out of it. “What else?” he said.

“Well, nothing else, really,” she responded. 
“Except that Mary didn’t seem despondent any 
more. She seemed real cheerful.” 

“Anything more?” 

“No, except that, a few hours later 

“Yes?” 

“Nothing—-except that she was. dead.” 

One woman to'd Hull that during an oyster 
supper at the Rockland church, back in the early 
spring of that year, Mr. Hayden had absented 
himself at about 9 p. m., Supposedly to put his 
children to bed— and that Mary Stannard had been 
alone in the Hayden houre at the time. 

“Where was Mrs. Hayden?” liull asked. 

“At the church.” 

“Suspecting nothing?” 

“Oh, no! She never suspected anything!”

EARSAY, muttered Hull when he had heard 

all this. No proof. But then how account 
for Susan Hawley’s detailed aecount? 

He returned to Madison on the night of the 
oth. At the inquest, he told what he had heard, 
and ventured the opinion that the evidence against 
Mr. Hayden did not hold much water. 

Justice Hopson refused to sign a warrant. 

Justice Wilcox, possibly influenced by local 
pressure, signed a warrant at midnight. 

Deputy Hull arrived back at Rockland early 
Sept. 6. Mr. Hayden, who had been working on 
his next Sunday’s sermon, seemed amazed, but 
agreed to accompany the officer to Madison. 

“I did not think I had any enemies hereabouts,” 
he remarked. 

“Nor I,” Hull agreed. 

“I am a minisier of the gospel,” Hayden said, 
as though to himself. “I have a devoted wife, three 
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children, a _ position of some _ importance 

“And your conscience is clear?” Hull put in. 

“As a bell,” said the Reverend Hayden. 

“There’s more to this than meets the eye,” the 
Deputy remarked. 

“Let us hope that it comes out.” * 

Pending the preliminary hearing on Monday, 
the 9th, Judge Wilcox respectfully ordered Hayden 
placed in the custody of the jailkeeper. 

On Sunday the 8th, while being accepted as 
an almost honored guest in the jailkeeper’s home, 
he sat at a window and watched his congrega- 
tion flock into his church. Hayden murmured: 

-“T did not think I had any enemies.” 

“Well,” said the jailkeeper’s wife, “seems like 
you have.” 

“But who?” he exclaimed. 

The woman snapped: “Susan Hawley!” 

“Ridiculous!” 

“We'll see,” she responded. 

The preliminary hearing opened on schedule 
in the basement of a Madison church. Judge 
Wilcox presided, the chief prosecutor was Judge 
H. Lynde Harrison, assisted by James I. Hayes of 
New Haven; and the defense had Samuel F. Jones 
of Hartford, the state’s leading criminal attorney, 
and L. M. Hubhard of New Haven. 

Prosecutor Harrison held that on the morning 
of the crime Hayden had bought some arsenic at 
a store in Middletown, and that this poison had 
been given Mary Stannard. in addition to her 
other death-dealing hurts. 

Hayden, in denying this, asserted that he had 
purchased the arsenic because his house and barn 
had become infested with rats. 

What about his alibi? 

He said that he had gone to his woodshed early 
in the afternoon tie woodshed being about a 
quarter of a mile from his home. and worked 
there until almost 4 p. m. In contradiction to 
this, “the prosecution pointed out that he could 
have thrown up enough wood by 2 or 2:30 te serve 
as an alibi, then gone off to meet Mary Stannard. 


EANWHILE, Mr. Hayden's long-bladed kitchen 

knife had been sent to Dr. Moses C. White of 
Yale, for analysis. He reported that he | OX 
amined the knife for four days through a tnaicro 
scope “enlarging objects 90.000 their size.” 

Finally, he said, he had scraped otf traces of 
well, it could have been blood, and it could have 
been canine bleod, or even human. 

“I can explain all this,” said Mrs. Havden. 

“Please do so, ma’am,” the coroner suggecsted. 

She then stated that her six-year-old son had 
played with the knife on the afternoon of the 
crime, and cut himself with it. 

“I am sure,” she added, “that the kni‘e was 
not in the house on that particular day. I repeat 

my son had it, and he had it out-doors.”’ 

On Sept. 25, Judge Wilcox made several! rulings 
against the prosecuting authorities, whereupon 
Judge Harrison, heading the state forces, hitched 
up his team and left town, saying, “I leave my 
assistant, such as he is, in charge.” 

The assistant proving ineffectual, Judge Wil- 
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cox ordered Mr. Hayden released. 

“Perhaps I have a few friends, after all,” he 
commented. 

The investigation went right on. Mary Stan 
nard’s body was exhemed and the vital organs 
sent to Professor White. 

Professor White presently reported that the 
girl’s stomach contained 50 grains of arsenic, con- 
siderably more than a lethal dose. 

So Hayden was re-arrested, and on Oct. 15 he 
was indicted for murder. 

As the authorities proved rather slow in col 
lecting evidence which would stand up in court, 


a whole year now passed, during which time the - 


accused minister penned his autobiography. [lis 
trial finally opened in New Haven on Oct. 7, 1879. 

A total of 176 witnesses testified during the 
trial, of which 106 appeared for the prosecution. 
More than 20 medical men testified, including eight 
from Yale headed by Edward 8S. Dana. 

Of the latter, Hayden wrote: 

“Scientific blood coursed through his veins 
from the hour of his birth. He never used a word 
of one syllable when one of five would answer.” 

Contemporary writers had not been able to 
agree regarding the accused’s character. Amos 
Cummings, a New York reporter, wrote that 
Hayden was generally considered “a stern man.” 

William Denton, on the other hand, said: 

“His fondness for licentious songs indicates 
large and active amativeness. And to all these 
was added the constant use of tobacco, blunting 
what little conscience he had and constantly stimu- 
lating his base propensities.” 

Professor White, the Yale doctor who had 
analyzed the vital organs, proved to be one 
of the most cautious witnesses ever seen. 


A direct, positive reply from him was just 
about impossible. Were he to be asked if he had 
seen such and such a thing, he would answer that 
his eyes saw it! 

Here's a sample from the record: 

@. Will you swear that your eyes saw it? 
A. I will swear that they saw it to the best of 
my knowledge arid belief. 

@. Will you swear that there is not the shadow 
of a possibility that your eyes may have been 
mistaken? A. I will swear to the best of my 
knowledge and belief that I do not think they 
were mistaken. 

©. Will you swear, to the best of your know!l- 
edge and belief, that there is-not a shadow of a 
possibility that you MAY have been mistaken? 
Come, sir--yes or no! A. I cannot give a positive 
answer, 

The witness’ apprehension could have been the 
outgrowth of an error earlier jin the case. 

At the preliminary hearing, he stated that he 
had examined a stone found near the body, and 
expressed the opinion that it bore bloodstains. 

Hie discovered later, he admitted on the wit- 
ness stand at the trial, that the stain had been 
a moss or lichen known as algae! 


HE prosecution called Professor White six times 

during the proceedings to testify on such 
matters as arsenic, the victim’s wounds, the con- 
dition of the body and the stains (pumpkin and 
near Stains) on various Knives. 

Each time he was on the stand, the defense 
managed to refer to the algae on the stone. When 
he had finished his testimony, Professor White 
was a physical and nervous wreck. 

The state held that Susan Hawley’s story was 
correct in its main-points: that Mary had told 
Ilavyden she was in trouble, and that he had 
killed her to escape the consequences. 

Testimony showed that Mary had called at the 
Hayden home at 7:30 a. m. and again at 9 a. m. on 
the day of her death. 

Each time, Hayden had not been home, not 
having returned from Madison. At 4 p. m. she 
had returned, to find the minister tn the parlor 
with his wife @nd baby. 

(\pparently, if she really had made a date to 
meet him at the Big Rock at 3 p. m. he failed to 
keep it and that was why she went to his house.) 

Nary, it was testified, asked if she might 
borrow a rake. 

Tne state’s point was to the effect that Hayden 
left the house with Mary in order to have a few 
moments alone with her in the barn. A neighbor 
swore she saw them enter the barn. 

Mrs. Eayden, for the defense, insisted that her 
husband never left the house. He simply told 
Mary that she could borrow the rake, the witness 
testified, and went on playing with the baby. 

As for the arsenic, the defense suggested that 
the poison had been placed in the victim’s stomach 
in New Haven. 

Another suggestion of the defense was that 
Mary had been killed by one Benjamin Stevens, 
who lived near the Hayden: home. 


ROCK 


Stevens, described by Cummings as an “old 
Withered man with tawny hair and gray beard 
and eves that ®continuously wink,” had been a 
frequent visitor at the Stannard home. 

‘The defense asserted that he had been courting 
Susan Hawley, and she had not rebuffed. him be- 
cause he was supposedly worth $20,080. 

Hayden's’ attorneys’ intimated that, since 
Stevens hed the reputation of being a rove and a 
reprob.te, he might have paid attention tc Mary. 


A ND Susan might have generated suspicion 
against the minister for some obscure deep- 
rooted psychopathic reason, or possibly because 
she wished to divert suspicion from Stevens. 

The defense brought out, furthermore, that on 
the afternoon of the crime Stevens had been seen 
walking near Big Rock, headed for the Stannard 
home. He had not taken the more direct path 
through the woods to the house, but had traversed 
the open and conspicuous highway. 

The jury finally took the case on Jan. 16, 1880, 
and struggled with it for 86 hours. All during 
this time one juror held out for a conviction while 
the others insisted upon an acquittal. So the up- 
shot was that they were discharged, and the 
prisoner ordered freed. : 

No other trial was ever held. 

The stewards of the South Madison church 
asked Hayden to resume his pastorate, but he 
replied that since he was under bond his mini- 
sterial prospects had been blighted. 

He took to lecturing on a subject he felt 
qualified to discuss: Circumstantial evidence.

cvcle accidents, during 
wich a 12-year-old boy was 
killed, ‘The Saturday morn- 
ing sessions are broadcast 
and the entire community 
is convinced of’ its value.”

I was the first caller 
that day, and as ! poised 
my pen to write, I saw that 
the name of the last pilgrim 
on the preceeding day was 
Jean Cardinal Verdicr, Arch 
bishop of Paris. 

The humble old lady in 
the junk shop and the fa- 
mous‘Primate of France and 
Cardinal of the Roman 
Catholic Church had _ an- 
other link of faith in com. 
mon. their reverence for a 
great sinner who could re.

Rather she is light on her 
feet and places one foot be- 
fore the other as though 
she were walking along a 
tight-rope. 

If she were to sit down 
or pick up something, the 
lass could probably do it 
without ever disturbing the 
basket on her head, because 
she never bends her back 
only her hip joints, Knees 
and ankles. 

And that, from a stand- 
point of grace, beauty and 
health is what we all should 
try to do, for it makes for 
correct posture.
